Ex-Justice Says People 
Not Going to Give Up 
Constitution. 


By the Associated Press. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 6. — The 
Philadelphia Bulletin, in a copy- 
righted dispatch from a staff cor- 
respondent at Simpsonville, Md., to- 
day quoted former Justice Willis 
Van Devanter as saying that “the 
Supreme Court has weathered 
storms before, and I am sure it 
will weather the present one.” 

“And when the court has weath- 
ered this crisis,” he added, “the 
country will proceed in the pros- 
perous way it did before.” 

“The people of the country,” the 
former Justice was further quoted, 
“have been greatly benefited and 
blessed by the Constitution, and I 
don’t think they are going to give 
it up. And they cannot well do so 
without surrendering many of the 
libertiéS and advantages they have 
under it.” 

Mr. Van Devanter also was quot- 
ed as saying “the court in the last 
session did not reverse itself any 
more than it has at times in the 
past.” 

The former Justice said his res- 
ignation and the action of the Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee on the 
President’s Supreme Court bill were 
“only coincidental.” 

“I had intended first to retire 
five years ago,” he said, “but I 
stayed on. Increasingly I became 
convinced in my conclusion that I 
owed it to myself to quit. 

“It was no surprise that I did 
that. The surprise lay only in the 
time that I did it. It was a decision 
that was not reached overnight. 
I don’t think I was too old for 
the job.” 


MRS. MADELINE ASTOR DICK’S 
HUSBAND SENTENCED 10 JAIL 


Pugilist Pleads Guilty to Three- 
Year-Old Speeding Charge 
in New York. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, July 6.—Enzo Fier- 
monte, Italian pugilist and husband 
of the socially prominent Mrs. 
Madeline Force Astor Dick, was 
sentenced today to five days in 
prison when he pleaded guilty to 
a three-year-old speeding charge. 

He explained “important  busi- 
ness” in California prevented him 
sum- 
mons in 1934. Magistrate Gustav 
W. M. Wieboldt then reminded Fier- 
monte he had seen him at a fight 
in New York a month ago.

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ROOSEVELT ASKS FOR 
400,000,000 SAVING 


Tells Departments to Impound 
to Per Cent of Their Ap- 
propriations.

WASHINGTON, July 6.—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt said today he hoped | 


to save about $400,000,000 on this 
year’s Federal appropriations by 


having the various departments im- 


pound 10 per cent of their newly 


appropriated funds. 
Tt President tolda press confer- 


ence he hoped tto balance the bud- 
get at the end of the current fiscal 
year, and that some activities would 
have too be curtailed to bring 
about the saving. 

Mr. Roosevelt said he had sent 
a letter to the heads of all depart- 
ments and independent agencies on 
June 23, asking them to make a de- 
termined effort to save 10 per cent 
on their appropriations. 

Certain fixed items, such as 
army and navy pay and ration al- 
lotoments and Government em- 
ployes’ salaries, he sadi, could not 
be cut. 

The President said he would send 
to Congress tomorrow or Thursday 
a letter in connection with the pend- 
ing ever-normal granary farm pro- 
posal. He told reporters, however, 
he did not know what he would 
recommend. In the last few weeks 
he has expressed the hope infor- 
mally that some farm plan along 
the line proposed by farm organi- 
zation leaders would be enacted, 

He also said he had never heard 
of a report that a Senator had pre- 
sented a formula to the White 
House on how to bring together the 
American Federation of Labor and 
the Committee for Industrial Or- 
ganization, no wat odds over or- 
ganizing workers.

HONOLULU, July 6. — Ships of 
three nations searched the seas to- 
day for Amelia Earhart, round-the- 
world flyer, and her navigator, 
Frederick J. Noonan, missing in 
mid-Pacific near the Equator since 
last Friday on their journey from 
Lae, New Guinea, to Howland 
Island. 

A flurry of excitement was caused 
early today when the Coast Guard 
cutter Itasca, nearest the point at 
which the monoplane was believed 
to have been forced down, mistook 
a meteor for a flare from the miss- 
ing plane, and radioed: “We can 
See your flares; are coming toward 
you.” The messages were heard 
here, but hopes for immediate res- 
cue dropped again when the Itaska 
wirelessed the lookout had mistak- 
en “heat flashes” for a flare. Later 
the Itaska said the flash probably 
was from a meteor. 

Search Shifts to South. 


The search continued today with 
a prospect its center probably 
would shift from a point 280 miles 
north of Howland Island to the 
Phoenix Islands, an equal distance 
southward. 

Howland Island also reported 
seeing the lights reported by the 
Itaska. Flares carried by the miss- 
ing plane could not have been 
sighted by both. 

The lights were seen where & 
fragmentary radio messege yester- 
day indicated the flyers, forced 
down by gasoline shortage, were 
drifting. 

“ Putnam’s Theory. 

Miss Earhart’s husband, George 
Palmer Putnam, however, was so 
firmly convinced the message was 
misinterpreted that the San Fran- 
cisco Coast Guard radio sent out a 
message to searching ships asking 
them to shift their hunt 280 miles 
southeast of Howland Island. 


Putnam based his opinion on the 
inability of his wife’s radio to op- 
erate when the plane is in the wa- 
ter. The Lockheed plant, builders 
of the plane, verified his opinion 
concerning the radio. Putnam has 
held persistently to the belief she 
reached one of the tiny atolls which 
dot the equatorial Pacific. None 
of them is within 300 miles north 
of Howland. 


Suggests Warship Use Planes.

LONDON, July 6.—Two flying 
boats landed on opposite shores of 
the North Atlantic today, complet- 
ing twin survey flights for trans- 
ocean passenger and cargo service. 
Each craft flew 1995 miles. 

The British Imperial. Airways’ 
Caledonia, carrying five aviators 
from Foynes, Irish Free State, land- 
ed at Botwood, Newfoundland, and 
the Pan-American Clipper III, car- 
rying eight from Botwood, landed 
at Foynes. The two craft passed 
shortly before 4 a.’ m., Greenwich 
Meridian Time (11 p. m.. Monday, 
Eastern time). The courses they 
had been following were within 
100 miles of each other. 

The Caledonia landed in New- 
foundland at 5:06 a. m., Eastern 
time. The Pan-American Clipper 
Ill alighted in Ireland at 4:50 a. 
m., Eastern time. 


Boat Beats Schedule. 

The Caledonia completed the 1995- 
mile trip in 15 hours and nine min- 
utes. Capt. A. S. Wilcockson, the 
skipper, had predicted the Cale- 
donia would make the crossing in 
16 to 17 hours. 

The Pan-American Clipper III 
under Capt. Harold E. Gray, 
alighted on the River Shannon 
after a trip of 12 hours and 40 min- 
utes, 

The roar of the Clipper’s engines 
was heard before it was seen by 
the hundreds waiting to greet it at 
the Quayside. 

The coastline had been practical- 
ly blotted from view of the ship by 
a swirling mist. But rain clouds 
cleared away and the Clipper flew 
over Monument Hill—to journey’s 
end. A waiting launch used a mari- 
time signal fire of red and green to 
give the Clipper landing directions. 

The Clipper circled over Foynes 
Island, then reduced speed and 
made a graceful landing. 

Capt. Gray was smiling as he 
went ashore to receive the greet- 
ings of President Eamon de Valera 
of the Irish Free State, Sean Le- 
mass, Minister of Commerce and 
Industry, and officials of the Brit- 
ish Air Ministry and Imperial Air- 
ways. 

“Enjoyable Trip.”

E. Otis granted a temporary injunc- 
tion yesterday barring 196 defend- 
ants, including national officers of 
the International Ladies’ Garment 
Workers’ Union, from interfering 
with the business of the Donnelly 
Garment Co. 

The application for the order was 
sworn to by Mrs. Nell Quinlan 
Reed, wife of former United States 
Senator James A. Reed. It set forth 
a series of alleged offenses against 
the company and reviewed efforts 
of the union to organize Donnelly 
workers. 

The company asserted it had 
made commitments “for hundreds 
of thousands of dollars in raw ma- 
terials” and “any curtailment, 
interruption or restraint” would re- 
sult in heavy loss. 

The union appropriated $100,000 
at its recent Atlantic City conven- 
tion for organization work among 
the firm’s employes. 

Included among the defendants 
are David Dubinsky, international 
president of the union, 22 members 
of the union executive board, Meyer 
Perlstein, southwest regional union 
director, and 150 members of three 
Kansas City union locals. 

The temporary order was served 
on Perlstein at St. Louis, Judge 
Otis set July 10 for hearing on an 
application for a permanent in- 
junction.

450 Police Work With Troops. 

Precautions against violence 
were the most extensive seen in 
Cleveland in many years. In addi- 
tion to the 1000 militiamen, there 
were 75 Sheriff's deputies and 384 
policemen—one-fifth of the police 
force—assigned to strike duty. 

The greatest concentration of 
armed power was at the Corrigan- 
McKinney plant. 

Damich assured police that the 
strikers would be orderly. None 
would be armed, he said, and pick- 
eting would be confined tc 12 men 
at each entrance, as required by the 
Sheriff's orders. 

Damich warned the strikers last 
night to “keep your automobiles 
locked, so company men can’t 
‘plant’ firearms in them.” He cau- 
tioned particularly against violence, 
and he urged all strikers to keep 
their heads, pointing out that there 
are always “one or two egitators” 
who counsel violence, and that such 
agitaors should be ignored. 

Union Rally at Johnstown. 

Bethlehem Steel's. piants. at 
Johnstown, Pa., reopened today aft- 
er the usual holiday shutdown. The 
company looked for no decrease in 
the size of its working force, de- 
spite the union rally of Sunday at 
which Gov. George Earle of Penn- 
sylvania was a speaker, together 
with Philip Murray, head of the 
steel workers’ organizing commit- 
tee, the CIO affiliate whict. is con- 
ducting the strike. 

About 20 jeering pickets gathered 
at the entrance to the Minersville 
finishing plant in the extreme west- 
ern end of the seven-mile string of 
mills, but there were no strikers 
at the gates to the larger plants. 


Capt. William A. Clark of the'| 


Pennsylvania State police, said 
most of the pickets were miners 
who live near the finishing plant. 

The back-to-work movement be- 
gan last night and continued with 
the 7 o’clock shift this morning. 
The day force ordinarily numbers 
7000 and Bethlhem announced it 
was recalling its normal crew. The 
mills normally employ 15,000 on day 
and night shifts.

Should such a ruling be made and 
disregarded, the board may turn to 
he United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals for an enforcement order. 
It has no enforcement power itself. 

The present inquiry, the first to 
pe directed against a major auto- 
mobile company, is based primarily 
on an assault May 26 at the Ford 
River Rouge plant upon officers of 
the United Automobile Workers of 
America who attempted to distrib- 
ute union literature at the gates. 

Richard T. Frankensteen, direc- 
tor of the C I O campaign to union- 
jze Ford workers, and Walter Reu- 
ther, president of a local chapter of 
the U A W A, were beaten by a 
group of men in working clothes, 
alleged by the union to form part 
of the Ford “service” force. 


Knocked Down 12 Times. 


Frankensteen, who directed the 
organization of the Chrysler plant, 
was knocked down 12 times. His 
assailants pulled his coat over his 
head, kicked and pummeled him. 
Other union men were beaten. Pho- 
tographers were pursued. 

In its complaint to the Labor 
Board, the union dwelt upon the 
assault and charged that union 
sympathizers had been threatened 
for four months. It alleged that 
the Ford company circulated anti- 
union petitions among employes 
and supported a “company union” 
known as the Ford Brotherhood of 
America. It also alleged discrim- 
inatory discharges. The Labor 
Board summarized the allegations 
in citing the company for violation 
of the Wagner Act. 

At the outset of the hearing to- 
day, Louis J. Colombo, attorney for 
the company, repeated the com- 
pany’s answer to the complaint. He 
alleged the Labor Board had ‘no 
jurisdiction, since the employes ac- 
cused of beating the union leaders 
were not employed in a department 
engaged in interstate commerce, 
and asserted that they acted in 
self-defense” after the unionists 
had conspired to “cause a riot.” 

Counsel for the Ford Brother- 
hood sought permission to inter- 
vene. It was announced a ruling 


would be made on the application 
tomorrow.

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ROOSEVELT’S PUBLIC PAPERS 
TO BE PUBLISHED IN SPRING 


Five Volumes to Show to Show Development 
of His Social and Economic 
Ideas, White House Says. 

By the Associated Press. 

ABOARD ROOSEVELT TRAIN 
EN ROUTE TO WASHINGTON, 
July 6.—Development of President 
Roosevelt’s social and economic 
philosophy through the past decade 
will be traced in five volumes of his 
public papers, to be published early 
next spring, White House of- 
ficials announced today. 

The President has completed ar- 
rangements with Random House, 
it was announced, to publish the 
volumes, containing public papers, 
messages, proclamations, and 
speeches covering the period from 
his first campaign for Governor of 
New York in 1928 to his second 
presidential inauguration. 

The President will compile the 
volumes including introduction and 
explanatory notes. during the sum- 


mer with the help of Justice Samuel 
I, Rosenman of the New York State 
Supreme Court, who was his coun- 
sel when he was Governor. 


The first volume will cover the 
President’s two terms as Governor, 
and the other four will deal with 
his first term in the White House. 
Supplementary volumes will be pub- 
lished annually for the next four 
years covering the second presi- 
dential term. It was said the pur- 
pose of the selected gubernatorial 
papers would be to show the con- 
tinuity of.-Mr. Roosevelt’s social and 
economic philosophy as expressed 
both in Albany and Washington.

Patternmakers Tell of ° Old 
Closed Shop Pact at 
N L RB Hearing. 


Pattern makers affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor 


once had a closed shop agreement | 


with the Commonweath Steel Co. of 
Granite City, now.a plant of the 
General Steel Castings Corporation, 
but had not sought to negotiate 
with the management in behalf of 
their members from 1923 until early 
this year, their business agent testi- 
fied today at a hearing before the 
National Labor Relations Board. 

The hearing, which started Fri- 
day, is on the conflicting claims of 
three A. F. of L. craft unions and 
the C I O Amalgamated Associa- 
tion of Iron, Steel and Tin Work- 
ers. The craft unions seek recog- 
nition as the collective bargaining 
agencies for skilled workers in their 
crafts, while the C I O organization 
claims the right to represent all of 
the plant’s 2950 employes. 

Attitude of Management. 


The business agent of the Pattern 
Makers’ Association, Stephen P. 
Doyle, testified that 135 of the 180 
workmen in the Commonwealth's 
pattern department were members 
of his organization. 

The association, he said, had a 
closed shop agreement with the 
Commonwealth from 1905 until 
1921, although there was no signed 
contract. This agreement was ter- 
minated, he said, following a strike 
in 1923. 

When the association sought to 
resume collective bargaining with 
the management this year, Doyle 
said, it was informed that the man- 
agement would not enter into any 
negotiations until the Labor Board 
had ruled on the conflicting claims 
of the four organizations which 
sought to negotiate for employes 
of the plant. 

George Kaiser, president of the 
Pattern Makers’ Association, testi- 
fied that one East Side steel com- 
pany which had recognized’ the 
C I O had been willing also to ne- 
gotiate with the pattern makers’ 
A. F. of L. organization. 

Objection to Blanket Bargaining. 

The other A. F. of L. unions in 
the Commonwealth plant are the 
International Brotherhood of Boil- 
ermakers, Iron Ship Builders, and 
Welders, which claims more than 
120 of the 160 molders as members, 
and the International Association 
of Machinists, which claims 72 
members among the 83 machinists. 
The C I O union claims a member- 
ship of 2600 in the total of 2950 
employes, most of whom are un- 
skilled laborers. > 

In earlier testimony the A. F. of 
L. unions sought to show that if 
skilled workers, who are in the 
minority, were required to bargain 
with the management through an 
organization composed chiefly of 
unskilled workers, their wages 
would be lower than if skilled 
workers could bargain through 
their own organizations.

FIRST OF SCOTTSBORO TRIALS 
WILL BE HELD ON MONDAY 


Two Defendants to Be Tried Each 
Week, Alabama Judge 
Decides. 

By the Associated Press. 

DECATUR, Ala., July 6.—Trial of 
the first of eight defendants in Ala- 
bama’'s internationally known 
“Scottsboro case” was set today for 
next Monday by Judge W. W. Cal- 
lahan. Clarence Norris, the first 
of the eight to be arraigned on 
rape charges, pleaded not guilty. 
Judge Callahan announced he 
would try two of the defendants 
each week “until we finish them.” 

Before the arraignment of Nor- 
ris, Judge Callahan returned confis- 
cated cameras to two photogra- 
phers with instructions to Sheriff 
J. Street Sandlin to “arrest anyone 
found with a camera about this 
courthouse and bring them before 
me.”’ 

Norris was arraigned under an 
indictment charging he attacked 
Mrs. Victoria Price March 25, 1931, 
aboard a freight train. He was 
twice convicted and given the death 
penalty, hut both verdicts were set 
aside by the Uuited States Su- 
preme Court. 

Clarence Watts of Huntsville; 
Ala., represented the Negroes, and, 
by agreement, filed a motion to re- 
move the case to Federal Court. 
Judge Callahan overruled the mo- 
tion as in the Heywood Patterson 
case Jan. 8, 1936. Watts also placed 
in the record notice of a motion to 
be filed later for a change of venue. 
Judge Callahan said he would per- 
mit argument and evidence on tis 
motion. 

Assistant Attorney-General Thom- 
as S. Lawson designated Charlie 
Weems as the defendant whose 
trial was set for July 15. 

The defendants beside Norris and 
Weems are Olen Montgomery, Ezie 
Powell, Willie Robertson, Roy 
Wright, Andy Vright and Eugene 
Williams. The ninth defendant, 
Heywood Patterson, has been sen- 
tenced to 71 years in prison. Nor- 
ris is the only one of the eight who 
has faced an Alabama jury since 
April, 1931, when all but Roy 
Wright were given death sentences.

Mack W. Eaton+Renews Four- 
Year-Old Quarrel and Is 
Shot to Death. 


Mack W. Eaton, a steelworker, 
2907 Wisconsin avenue, died yes- 
terday at a Mayfield (Ky.) hospital 


from bullet wounds suffered Sun- 
day when he renewed a quarrel of 
four years’ standing with his host, 
John Tinsley, a farmer near May- 
field. 

Tinsley, 63 years old, fired twice 
at the St. Louisan, who was 33 
years old, six feet tall and weighed 
about 220 pounds, after Eaton 
threatened to “tear him to pieces,” 
witnesses said. Both bullets en- 
tered Eaton’s body, one in the ab- 
domen, the other in the back. 

With his sister, Mrs. Robert Em- 
ery, and her husband, Tinsley’s 
nephew, Eaton had arrived from 
St. Louis about noon Sunday on a 
fishing trip. He lived with the 
Emerys at the Wisconsin avenue 
address. 

After an afternoon of fishing the 
group went to the Tinsley farm to 
spend the night. Eaton had been 
drinking, the others related at an 
inquest yesterday. He reopened the 
old dispute, and recalled that Tins- 
led had ordered him from the 
house and had told him not to re- 
turn. He complained that he was 
not welcome, and followed Tinsley 
from the room shouting that he 
would “tear him to pieces with his 
hands,” the witnesses said. 

Eaton, formerly of Atlanta, Ga., 
had been employed at the Busch- 
Sulzer Bros. Deisel Engine Co., 3300 
South Second street, for about two 
years. His sister, who saw the 
shooting, accompanied the body to 
Atlanta, where funeral services will 
be held.

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TO STOP PRICE STANDARDIZING 


Trade Commission Cites Institute 
and 75 Member Corporations 
for Pvactices.

WASHINGTON, July 6. — The 
Federal Trade Commission had on 
file today monopoly charges against 
most of the cement industry and 
orders to the industry to abandon 
the “basing point” system of stand- 
ardizing prices. The campaign 
against basing point prices was 
started three months ago with a 
complaint against manufacturers of 
cast iron soil pipe. 

Charing the Cement Institute and 
75 member corporations who pro- 
duce 95 per cent of the nation’s 
cemest with using the basing point 
system, the commission alleged the 
firms sought to eliminate competi- 
tion and increase prices. 

Under the basing point system, 
competing producers figure their 
freight costs from the same place, 


regardless of the location of their 


plants. The effect, the commission 
said, is that “customers nearest the 


‘mills are obliged to pay higher net 
'prices than are made by the mills 
‘to distant customers.”

FD EC CITES 24 BANKS 


FOR UNSOUND POLICIES 


200 Others Being Watched by 
Crowley to Prevent 
Speculations. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 6.—In its 
annual report issued today, the Fed- 
eral Deposit Insurance Corporation 
said 24 banks had been cited “for 
unsafe and unsound r~actices” dur- 
ing 1936. Of these, three corrected 
their practices, four closed and one 
was absorbed by another bank. The 
remaining cases were pending at 


-| the end of the year. 


Chairman Leo T. Crowley said 
citations, including those issued in 
1936, were pending against about 30 
banks and that a close check was 
being made on about 200: others. 

Unsound Practices Listed. 

The most common practices con- 
sidered unsound or unsafe for the 
corporation were operation with in- 
adequate capital, excessive exten- 
sion of credit to officers or direc- 
tors, “other unduly hazardous or 
illegal extensions of credit,” hold- 
ing of an excessive volume of ha- 
zardous assets and “operation with 
dishonest, incompetent or careless 
management.” 

“The corporation,” the report 
said, “has been concerned over the 
prevalence of speculative invest- 
ment practices. 

“Over the last two or three years, 
many banks have been buying ge- 
curities with a view to profiting 
from a rise in those. securities, 
rather than with a view to obtain- 
ing reasonable earnings over a pe- 
riod of time. 

75 Banks in Receivership. 

“Examinations of banks, insured 
but not members of the Federal Re- 
serve System during 1936, revealed 
that of their securities not issued 
by, or fully guaranteed by the 
United States Government, approxi- 
mately 25 per cent were sub-stand- 
ard, approximately 21 per cent of 
their loans were also rated sub- 
standard.” 

The report said that from the 
beginning of Deposit Insurance to 
the end of 1936, 75 insured institu- 
tions were placed in receivership. 
Of the 89,000 depositors in these 
banks, 99.5 per cent were fully pro- 
tected, the report said. This pro- 
tection included deposit insurance 
up to $5000 per depositor and pref- 
erential treatment of Government 
deposits.

Farm income runs from a fifth to a quar- 
ter higher than it was last year at this sea- 
son, and the outlook for the farmer is ex- 
cellent. We shall harvest the largest wheat 
crop in many years, barring unforeseen dis- 
aster in the spring-wheat area. The.world 
needs wheat, and the crop will bring good 
prices. Cotton prospects are good, too. 
These are the fundamentals of national 
prosperity. They are all encouraging. Yet 
Wall Street is pessimistic. The bond and 
stock markets are: weak and dull. Judged 
by corporate earnings for the first six 
months of this year, stocks are a great bar- 
gain.

But even assuming a French 
debacle, it could not permanently interrupt 
our own economic progress. Rumors of a 
possible change in the price of gold from 
$35 to $32 have disturbed the markets, par- 
ticularly in London. But no well-informed 
economist here has put any credence in the 
reports. No matter if France is obliged 
to let the franc slide off, Great Britain must 
co-operate in maintaining the present gold 
price and the present dollar-pound rate,

The factor that is causing Wall Street to 
view the prospects for the rest of this calen- 
dar year with misgivings is the disturbed 
labor situation which is currently curtail- 


ing the output of steel and is harassing 
other industries, including the automobile 
industry, which thought it had made its 
peace with the C | O. The fear that the 
Government may be unwilling to intervene 
in these disputes in an impartial manner 
has, in turn. produced a deadlock in the 


investment market. 

Virtually no long-term borrowing has been 
done since the slump in bond prices in 
March. It is significant that many new ‘is- 
sues for which the S E C has granted 
approval never have been launched, but have 
been shelved for several months. 

Trading in seasoned issues is so small 
that quotations are hardly better than nomi- 
nal. Private investors have largely with- 
drawn from the market, and institutional 
buyers are .reluctant to re-enter it until 
trends of interest rates become clearer. 

The importance of all this is that there 
can be no continuing high level of business 
for the heavy industries without long-term 
borrowing. It is through bonds that busi- 
ness finances the building of new plants and 
the modernization or expansion of old ones. 

The economists who believe the present 
deadlock in the long-term investment mar- 
ket will not soon be broken, therefore, ex- 
pect a business recession to set in this sum- 
mer or early fall, slowing down the heavy 
industries and possibly spreading until it

into the country’s total supply. The budget 
for the fiscal year 1938, upon which we are 
just entering, will show an accountant’s 
deficit of, say $400,000,000, but the Treas- 
ury will collect about a billion dollars in 
social-security and unempioyment-insurance 
taxes, so that it will have an actual cash 
surplus and need do no borrowing. 

Therefore, any expansion in business must 
come from new public investment. Unless 
the investment market thaws, there is, then, 
good reason to expect a recession in the 
heavy industries at least. 

It must be pointed out also that the for- 
ward buying which built up industry’s back- 
log of orders has slowed down. The alarm 
over the swift rise of commodity prices 
which was impelling businessmen to increase 
inventories has subsided since the bubble 
of commodity speculation burst in London. 
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But the great basic tides of oncoming 
crops and the hunger of consumers for goods 
still work for prosperity. Profitable crops 
benefit not only the farmer, but also the 
railroads, the agricultural-implement indus- 
tries, the mail-order houses, the automobile 
industry—in fact, every line of business. A 
great wheat crop with the world's store- 
houses bare and poor crops abroad more 
than once has heralded a strong advance in 
American prosperity. 

Another thing—gold continues to pour in 
here at the rate of $140,000,000 a month, 
much of it representing the 35 per cent in- 
crease in world gold production since 1933, 
part of it gold forced out of hoarding by 
rumors that its price may soon be cut. 

It is all very well to talk of “sterilizing” 
the incoming supply. But, despite that and 
al! other manipulations the Government can 
contrive, the mere fact that the total supply 
of gold is increasing is a powerful force 
driving prices upward. 

That businessmen do not share the pessi- 
mism of the financiers may be read from an 
unmistakable sign—the rapid expansion of 


commercial loans. The spring expansion 
in business borrowing from banks has 


amounted to $493,000,000, putting the total a 
billion dollars above the level of last year 
at this time. Business men borrow money 
because they intend to use it in their busi- 
ness; there is no surer index of their judg- 
ment of the immediate future. 

Under pressure of better consumer in- 
comes, both rural and urban, industries will 
demand funds to launch new enterprises 
and expand old ones. With the undivided- 
profits tax, they cannot do this out of earn- 
ings. The demand of American industry for 
funds with which to go forward cannot be 
denied indefinitely. Nor can American in- 
dustry long be denied a safe place in which 
to live and work.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J:, July 6.— 
Robert Okin, the Associated Press 
reporter who sent the first news 
bulletins on the Hindenburg disas- 
ter, yesterday won the National 
Headliner Club’s 1937 award for 
“best domestic news coverage.” 

Earl S. Johnson, general -news 
manager of the United Press and 
chairman of the club’s committee 
on awards, announced the names of 
Okin and nine other winners of 
awards for outstanding work dur- 
ing the last year in newspaper, ra- 
dio, magazine and newsreel fields. 


John Lindsay, Associated Press 
photographer, won the award for 
the “best news photo of the last 12 
months,” with his shot “Working 
on the Levee,” which was taken 
during the Mid-West floods last 
February. The committee voted 
“high praises” of the work of va- 
rious newspapers and newsreel pho- 
tographer: on the Hindenburg dis- 
aster, but ruled the scene was “a 
set-up.” 

Post-Dispatch Man Honored. 

Paul Y. Anderson, Washington 
correspondent of the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch, won the plaque for “the 
best series of stories on a subject 
of general interest” with his cover- 
age of hearings before the La Fol- 
lette Civil Liberties Committee. 


Henry T. Russell of the London 
Bureau of the United Press was 
awarded the plaque for “best indi- 
vidual instance of foreign spot 
news reporting” with his story on 
the abdication . of King Edward 
VIII. Another United Press man, 
Henry McLemore, won the “best 
domestic feature” award with his 
story on the New London (Tex.) 
school explosion. 

William Randolph Hearst won 
the award for “enterprise in jour- 
nalism” with the story which the 
committee said contained the first 
definite announcement of the im- 
pending marriage of King Edward 
and Mrs. Simpson.

ROOSEVELT PROCLAIMS 150TH 
ANNIVERSARY OF CONSTITUTION 


Sets Aside Period From Sept. 17, 
1937, to April 30, 1939, for 
Celebration.

HYDE PARK, N. Y., July 6. — 
President Roosevelt Sunday issued 
a proclamation designating Sept. 
17, 1937, to April 30, 1939, for cele- 


bration of the 150th anniversary of 
the signing and ratification of the 
Constitution and inauguration of 
the first President. 

“In commemorating this period,” 
the proclamation says, “we shall 
affirm our debt to those who or- 
dained and established the Con- 
stitution ‘in order to form a more 
perfect union, establish justice, in- 
sure domestic tranquility, provide 
for the common defence, promote 
the general welfare, and secure the 
blessings of liberty to ourselves and 
our posterity.’ 

“We shall recognize that the Con- 
stitution is an enduring instrument 
fit for the governing of a far-flung 
population of more than _ one 
hundred and thirty million engaged 
in diverse and varied pursuits, even 
as it was felt for the governing of

four million. 

“It is therefore appropriate that 
in the period herein set apart we 
shall think afresh of the founding 
of our Government under the Con- 
stitution, how it has served us in 
the past and how in the days to 
come its principles will guide the 
nation ever forward.” 


| D. FLUFF RESIGNS 
ON LCOLN U SLE 


Curator ‘Supporting Oudhill 
President Florence Charges 
Politics in Legislature. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
COLUMBIA, Mo., July 6—dJ. D. 
Elliff of Columbia, veteran educa- 
tor, professor of high school admin- 
istration in the University of Mis- 


souri, has notified Gov. Stark of 
his resignation from the board of 
curators of Lincoln University, 
State school for Negroes at Jeffer- 
son City. 

Dr. Elliff was president of the 
Lincoln board of curators up to the 
meeting of the board last month, 
at which Joseph L. McLemore, St. 
Louis Negro lawyer, was elected 
president. This change was con- 
nected with a division in the board 
over the retention or removal of 
Charles W. Florence, Negro presi- 
dent of the institution for the last 
four years. 

Dr. Elliff was one of the minor- 
ity favoring retention of President 
Florence, who announced his resig- 
nation after the curators’ meeting. 

A letter which Dr. Elliff wrote to 
the Governor after his resignation 
was made public today. In the 
letter, he charged that Presi- 
dent Florence was dismissed be- 
cause of Florence’s efforts in be- 
half of a bill, killed by the State 
Senate last spring, which was in- 
tended to give Lincoln University 
a non-political administration, like 
that of the University of Missouri. 

Dr. Elliff, a Democrat, said he 
assumed full responsibility for the 
bill, which passed the House. “If 
you do not know how this bill was 
killed in the Senate,” he wrote, “I 
am sure Mr. McLemore or: Senator 
Brogan can tell you. I think you 
will agree that it was the worst 
sort of partisan politics, Mr. Mc- 
Lemore should have full credit for 
its defeat.” 

He said that, at the recent meet- 
ing of the board of curators, Mc- 
Lemore was elected to the presi- 
dency of the board over Dr. Elliff 
by a three-to-two vote, McLemore 
voting for himself and Elliff not 
voting. 

The board, Dr. Elliff said, first 
voted to grant President Fiorence 
a year’s leave of absence with full 
pay, and notified him of this c«c- 
tion; then it reconsidered the ac- 
tion, and dismissed Florence with 
only a half-year’s salary. 

“President Florence,” Dr. Elliff 
wrote, “has consistently refused to 
be influenced by unethical or par- 
tisan pressure of any sort. He has 
steadfastly refused to recommend 
persons unqualified for the posi- 
tions to be filled. He did work for 
the bill to give Lincoln University 
a non-partisan board. These are 
the real reasons why he was dis- 
missed.” 

As an example of partisan action 
by the curators, Dr. Elliff said that 
in 1934, on the insistence of State 
Superintendent Lloyd W. King, the 
board appointed W. G. Moseley to 
the faculty at $200 a month, though 
no vacancy existed. “Mr. Moseley 
is reported to have acted as Supt. 
King’s campaign manager during 
the (1934) primary,” the writer 
added.

every set rule and good taste is the 
most effective yardstick for a stu- 
dio censor, 

The film companies’ self censor- 
ship, with respect to the exporta- 
tion of pictures, is a far more try- 
ing problem. Mr. Block has found 
it impossible even to hope to please 
all foreign censors and so considers 
Great Britain’s likes and dislikes 
before those of any other country. 
One of the trickiest’ questions that 
faces him with respect to England 
is the connotations of many words 
in the language we share with the 
English. Many expressions that 
are part of our everyday vocabu- 
lary are scandalous to Britishers 
and must be carefully guarded 
against, for the presence of one 
such word means that the whole 
scene is cut.
